The time of year approaches when, as a rule, the Legislatures of the sev~ 
eral Provinces are called in annual session, and, within a couple of months, 
the Dominion Parlament will be in session. In fact, some of the Legisla- 
tures, including that of Saskatchewan, are now sitling. The time is oppor- 


- tune, therefore, to again press for action in regard to a matter which has on 


previous occasions been the subject of comment in this column, We refer 
to the unnecesasrily large membership in most of our Legislative bodies, and 
to the equally unnecessarily large and unwise sessional indgminities paid these 
members. 7 

Canada does not require approximately one thousand Senators, Mem- 
bers of Parliament and M.L.A.’s to direct ils Federal and Provinical legisla- 
live and administrative work, nor should it be necegsary to pay quite so many 
mnillions of dollars annually to public-spirited men to direct the affairs ot 
this Dominion as representalives of the whole peopie. 

At the last session of the Saskatchewan Legislature a resolution was 
adopted in favor of a reduction in membership when the subject of a redis- 
tribution of representation again came up for consideration. The present 
session Is the fifth of the exisling Legislature and there is a strong prob- 
ability it will be the last, and, as a rule, redistribution, when it is necessary, 
precedes dissolution. Regardless of the fact whether dissolution is impend- 
ing in Saskatchewan or not, it is {o be hoped that the pious resolution of a 
year ago will be translated into effective action noaw, and Saskatchewan thus 
lead the way in the direction of smaller legislative bodies, and a consequent 
welcome relief of the over-burdened taxpayer. 

While it is easier to create new Provinces and new Legislatures than it is 
to merge two existing Provinces Inlo one, because in the process of amal- 
gamation so many conflicting interests have to be reconciled, the fact remains 
that, so far as the three Prairie Provinces and the three Maritime Provinces 
are concerned, each of these groups have so much in common that one Pro- 
vincial Legislature in the West and one down by the sea could just as effi- 
ciently, and much more economically, legislate for and administer Provincial 
affairs as can the six separate bodies now in existence. Because the prob- 
lems involved in amalgamation are dificult, constitutes no valid reason why 
their solution should not be attempted. 

Reduction in the amount of indemnitles paid is much easier of attainment 
than reduction in the number of constituencies. All that is required is the 
consent of the present members. Indemnities to Members of Parliament and 
of Legislatures were first intended, as the word itself indicates, to constitute 
a reasonable reimbursement for out of pocket expenses connected with the 
discharge of public duties attached to these positions, rather than what it 
has come to mean, namely, an annual salary. 7 ; 

- Just prior to and during the late war, when the purchasing power of the 
Gollar rapidly declined, there was a steady increase in the amounts fixed as 
“sessional indemnities.” The war Is over, and the dollar has regained some, 
if not all, of its former purchasing power, but indemnities still remain at the 
old war figure. It is time they began to decline and were brought down to 
a level where they more nearly approximate to actual out of pocket expenses 
of members both at Ottawa and the various Provincial capitals. : 

While holding the view that members should be indemnified for expenses 
incurred by reason of their public position, we much doubt the wisdom of 
paying what amounts to substantial salaries. It would be a mistake to make 
our fegislative bodies a preserve for only men of means and leisure and prac- 
tically bar from membership hard working men and women of small means. 
But a reasonable indemnity provides the necessary safeguard against any such 
development. ‘ 

On the other hand, large Indemnitles have a téndency to attract men for 
the sake of the salary rather than to render public service to the state. It 
has been said that the personnel of our Parliament and Legislatures has de- 
clined coincident with the advance {in the so-called indemnities. Whether 
this is true or not, danger lies in that directlon. Not only so, but once elect- 
ed it is only human for a member to serlously consider the effect his vote may 
have on some important and grave issue in precipating an election before the 
legal term of Parllament or Legislature has expired, and thereby possibly re- 
moving him from legislative halls and a substantial salary, not to mention 
other perquisites of his public position. 

With elections not fai distant in the Dominion arena and several of the 
Provinees, the powers that be would not be guilty of,making a tactical blun- 
der with the voters at large if they proceeded to reduce both the number of 
members elected and the size of the indemnities to be paid. It is doubtful 
if many present members would care to face their constituents in opposition 
to such much needed reforms.

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Find Fossilized Bones 


Bones of Prehistoric Elephant Dis- 
covered In Califorpia 

The collection of fossilized bones at 
the Los Angeles Museum, belonging to 
sundry animals that lived more than 
30,000 years ago, was augmented re- 
cently by the lower jaw of a Colum- 
bian elephant, a type of prehistoric 
creature of which fragmentary re- 
mains have been discovered only once 
before in Southern California. 

The specimens were unearthed at 
a depth of 60 feet in a gravel pit. The 
face of the molar, which is nearly 
eight inches long, {is covered with 
,thick_plates of enamel, while the jaw 
bone, which had been broken off, has 
a length of 18 inches. Both tooth 
and jaw were petrified. Their orig- 
inal owner lived in the Pleistocene 
period, in the opinion of Dr. W. A. 
Bryan, director of the museum. 


People Are Healthier 


Death Rate In U.S. and Canada Lowest 
Ever Reported 

According to a report in a life in- 
surance bulletin, the death rate in the 
United States and Canada for the first 
half of this year is lower than it ever 
has been in the history of the two 
countries.

ASTHEVICTIMOF 
ASSASSINS’ PLOT 


Cairo.—Major-General Sir Lee Oliv- 
er Stack, Governor-General of the Su- 
dan and Sirdar of the Egyptian army 
since 1919, has succumbed to the bul- 
lets of assassins. 

The Sirdar was attacked by a group 
of men, who, failing to achieve their 
purpose with a bomb, opened fire on 
him with revolvers. General Stack was 
wounded in the abdomen, the hand 
and the foot, one of the bullets pass- 
ing under the lung. From the first, 
his condition was serious, and there 
was very slight hope that he would 
recover, 

The whole country is profoundly 
shocked at the outrage, and the grav- 
{ty of the situation is everywhere 
realized. The press denounces the 
crime in the strongest terms. The 
Zadgloulist papers unanimously declare 
that Egypt’s honor demands the dis- 
covery of the culprits and their exem- 
plary punishment. Nothing, they as- 
sert, will be neglected “to wash away 
the bloody stain on the country’s 
honor.” 

London.—The announcement from 
Cairo of the death of Major-General 
Sir Lee Stack has aroused tense feel- 
ing in London’ The British cabinet 
held a specially summoned council, 
probably for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the outrage and policy to be fol- 
lowed.

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‘Dockage F For Seed! The Criminal Is A Coward 


Percentage of Small Grains Which 
: Have To Be Removed 

Uncleaned and ungraded samples of 
spring wheat were collected by the 
Cereal Division of the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms from most of the 
branch farms in 1923, and subjecied to 
a uniform system of cleaning and 
grading, with a view to determining, 
from the stdndpoint-of the seed grow- 
er, the percentage of small grains 
which have to be removed in order to 
produce a first-class sample of seed, 
In the report of the dominion cer- 
ealist, Mr. L. HH. Newman, for the 
year referred to, a table is given of the 
results achieved from samples sent in 
by seven tarms and stations in the 
west. Ten yarieties were subject to 
the test. As Marquis Ottawa 15 is 
the variety “most popularly used, the 
per cent. dockage of that variety at 
each farm or station is here given: 
Brandon, 35.8; Indian Head, .55.3; 
Rosthern, 6.7; Scott, 14.9; Swift Cur- 
rent, 7.5; Lacombe, 7.9; Lethbridge, 
§.9. ‘he other varieties used were: 
Barly Triumph, Garnet Ottawa 652, 
Kitchener, Kota, Red Bobs, Red Fife 
Ottawa 17, Reward Ottawa 928, Ruby 
Ottawa 623 and Supreme. Results 
from all of these are detailed in the 
report, and the percentage of dockage 
from Brandon samples being general- 
ly high, Mr. Newman explains that 
this was due chiefly to the effects of 
the epidemic of wheat stem rust, 
which reduced not only the total yleld 
but th esize of kernel materially in 
most cases. The variety Reward Ot- 
tawa 928 ranked relatively high at all 
the stations as regards the percentage 
of good plump grain obtained. This 
variety. and Kota, which is relatively 
resistant to rust, exhibited the same 
percentage at Brandon, namely 27.5, 
but Reward was much the superior in 
strength of straw. 


Hog Cholera 


Very Little Loss Caused “By This 
Disease In Recent Years 

The disease of hog cholera hus not 
caused serious losses in Canada for 
many years. NX limited number of 
outbreaks which have occurred have 
been promptly put down by the health 
of animals branch of the department 
of agricuiture. Dr. George Hilton, 
veterinary director-general, in lis re- 
port for last year, eredits the prohibit- 
ed use of virus for immunizing pur- 
poses, the licensing of garbage feeders 
and the periodical Inspection of their 
premises, with the control of the dis- 
ease that has been effected. Small 
outbreaks occur in some of the prov- 
inces while other provinces have es- 
caped entirely during the past two 
years, The infection was traced in 
some of the outbreaks to the feeding 
of raw garbage. The most searching 
investigation in some other cases fail- 
ed to reveal any exposure to infec- 
tfon.

Value of Buttermilk Versus 
Tankage and Water 
» A feeding experlment with two lots 
of five pigs each, all litter mates, on a 
ration -of buttermilk versus tankage 
and water, was conducted at the In- 
vermere, British Columbia, expert- 
mental station, from October 6, when 
the pigs were taken from alfalfa 
pasture, until December 6, at which 
time the pigs were ready for market. 
The pens received the same grain 
ration, so that the difference in the 
results is largely due to the value of 
buttermilk. Valuing the buttermilk 
at 2% cents_a gallon and the tankage 
at market price, it cost § cents in food 
per pound of gain with those fed on 
buttermilk and 8.1 cents with those 
fed with tankage and water. The 
hogs that’ received the buttermilk 
made a pound of gain on 3.16 pounds of 
meal, while those that received the 
tankage required 4 pounds of meal to 
inake a pound of gain. The'superin- 
tendent of the station concludes from 
this experiment that buttermilk cost- 
ing 2% cents a gallon is a profitable 


feed for hogs.

The Text Explained and illumined 


_ The Law of Love to God and Man, 
verses 25-28. One time a scribe, an 
expert student and expounder of 
the Hebrew law, sought to test 
Jesus’ knowledge of the law by asking 
him a hard question. “What/shall I 
do to inherit etérnal life?” was his 
question, -and by it he meant, What 
acts, such as fasts and prayers and 
sacrifices, would have special- merit 
and would therefore be rewarded by 
life eternal?

“Oh, runs not thus the lesson thou has

When life’s all love, 'tis life; aught 
else, ’tis naught” (Lanier). 
“When it means to love man, the 
parable that follows explains, but 
what does it mean to love God? Dr. 
Frederick W.: Robertson says that it 
can mean only one thing; God is char- 
acter, and to love God is to love char- 
acter. For instance, God is Purity, 
and to be pure-is to love God .
